HCS SB 5 is one of the strongest pieces of pro-life legislation to pass the Missouri legislature in 
years.

We have been honored to work widi you and your staff 
throughout this process to get HCS SB 5 passed! 

The need for increased oversight of abortion facilities became apparent in 2015 with the 
information discovered in the Missouri House, Senate and the U.S. Congressional investigations 
of Planned Parenthood. These investigations showed the abhorrent practices and blatant violation 
of Missouri laws by Planned Parenthood. 

The annual on-site unannounced inspections and the closely scrutinized oversight by the 
Department of Health required in HCS SB 5 will reveal any continued discrepancies in the 
practices at Planned Parentiiood as well as ensure that Missouri laws are being followed. These 
new laws will ensure tiiat emergencies in abortion facilities are not being hidden or subverted and 
will aid in correcting the abhorrent conditions that have been ongoing in these abortion facilities. 
These laws will also ensure that baby body parts from abortion are not being bought or sold in 
Missouri and they will give whistleblower protection to anyone reporting violations of Missouri 
law from within abortion or research facilities. 

We look forward to working with you in the 2018 legislative session to pass further life-saving 
legislation to save babies, protect women and seek protections on all issues dealing with innocent 
human lives.

RE: Pro-Life Legislation for Special Session 


Missouri Right to Lifb strongly supports the passage of pro-life legislation during this second extraordinary special 
session. We thank Governor Greitens for calling this special session. This session is a response to the gross 
injustice of the Board of Aldermen's vote on BB 203 in the City of St. Louis and the decision by Judge Sachs to 
overturn two pro-lifis laws that have been in effect since 2005. 

These two pro-abortion actions clearly put women at risk, will increase abortions, and will put our Pregnancy 
Resource Centers and our fkith-based communities at risk of being forced to participate in aboition, violating their 
tenets of faith. 

Since the passage of BB 203, St. Louis City is pre-empted from enacting, adopting, or enforcing any ordinance or 
any other form of regulation that would interfere with, or otherwise adversely affect religious liberty. So, swift 
action is needed on this issue! 

Judge Sachs’ decision overturns common sense medical practice, such as requiring a physician have hospital 
privileges in the local communities where they are doing abortions, as well as the requirement that these abortion 
clinics have the same regulations as an ambulatory sutgical center. The Sachs’ decision puts women’s healthcare at 
high risk of abuse by unknown abortionists who harm women. Many ethical physicians and medical personnel have 
had to treat these women when there is no abortionist around to contact for medical questions. So, swift action is 
needed for abortion clinics to have annual on-site inspections also. 

The need for required inspections became even more apparent when Director Randall Williams put out a press 
release where he stated that he would be enforcing laws on how medicai emergencies are handl^ at Planned 
Parenthood as he would with any other medical fhcility. Planned Parenthood responded that they did not even know 
about this law even though they had filed suit on this law. If Planned Parenthood doesn’t know the law, then what 
are they following? 

With all these new developments and the information fbund during the Sanctity of Life Committee investi^tions 
during 2015, we believe there is ample evidence and justification for passage of an emergency clause on this pro-life 
legislation as well during this special session. 

We encourage the Senate to give final approval of language in this special session legislation to address all 
these issues and include an emergency clause for immediate protection for women, unborn babies and 
communities of faith! 

This is one of (be most important pro-life votes In Missouri history!
